WASHINGTON, Feb. 24 —Mr. Gallinger, 
republican, of New Hampshire, chair- 
man of the committee on peosions, rose 
on a question of personal privilege 
when the senate aesembled today, and 
in vigorous language denounced a pub- 
lication in the New York Sun, purport- 
ing to report the action of the senate in 
pasaing a numbp of private pension 
bills last Tuesday- It bad been asserted 
that all records had been broken by the 
"senate mill," 120 bills being passed in 
an hour, with little or no attention or 
consideration, few senators btring pres- 
ent, etc. 
Mr. Gallinger declared that 
this was a tissue of misrepresentation. 
Sixty seven bills were passed in two 
and three-fourth hours, and the total 
increase was $12072 per year. 
The 
senator was very caustic concerning the 
violation of journalistic privilege. 


Mr. Gallinger called up the 
bill 
granting a peneion to the «I'idow of the 
late Walter Q Gresham as brigadier 
general at $200 per month, with an 
amendment reducing the allowance to 
$100. Mr. Turpie'spoke in support of 
the amended bill. 
He said the choice 
of Mr. Gresham as secretaiy of state 
took the country by surprise. 
Mr. 
Gresham had never been known as a 
member of the democratic party and 
his choice was regarded as a marked 
departure from established usage. He 
had stood at the front of the republi- 
can party and he now entered into 
democratic associations in which be 
had no close personal friendships. 
At 
the outset he was threatened with iso- 
lation, but his bon hommie won him 
personal friends, while his substantial 
ability and tact commanded respect. 


Mr. Hoar, republican, of Massachu- 
setts, added his opinion as to the care 
with which pension legislation 
was 
guarded, each bill passing the inspec- 
tion of the senate and house commit- 
tees greater in number than the „mem- 
bership of the supreme court or court 
of appeals. 


Mr. Hawley, republican, of Connecti- 
cut, said it was impossible for a news- 
paper to avoid being led into oc-.

He then took up the majority 
report and called attention to its con- 
clusion regarding the several require- 
ments of the acta in aid of the road.

match. 
The objection to Corbett is 
based on the very bitter tongue lashing 
he gave the National Sporting club 
when be returned to the United States 
after his appearance here.

The Associated Press representative 
was then notified to call upon Secretary 
Stevens at the Bolingbroke club, and 
eventually placed the matter before 
that gentleman.

The 
sultan was a very ignorant man and 
thought more ot his 
five 
hundred 
wives than he did of the welfare of bis 
nation. 
In other 
words he was a 
blood thirsty monster and thought no 
more of taking the lives of Christians 
than 
he would of taking the life 
of chickens. 
Since the Ist of March, 
1895, 100,000 Armenians have 
been 
slaughtered in cold blood by this cruel 
man's orders and the slaughtering is 
still being kept up. 
He 
said the 
American minister, Mr. Terrell, was 
under the thumb of the sultan and yet 
he allowed these Armenians to be 
murdered and $300,000 worth of prop- 
erty destroyed and did not do a thing 
to remedy the wrong. 
Tlie only hope 
Armenia had was in America, as Eng- 
land and Russia were more interested 
in getting a few feet of ground than 
they were in the weK^re of # down- 
trodden race. 
If England had let 
Russia alone at one time, she could 
have wiped Turkey from the face of 
the earth, but she stepped in and saved 
the Turks. England could have prevent- 
ed these massacres if she had been so 
disposed, but she preferred to let Mr.

Bickness reluctant- 
ly paid, remarking as he did so that a 
saloonkeeper could not make $19 50 a 
month in Fort Wayne at present. 


A spirited colloquy took place be- 
tween Bickness and the mayor. "While 
you are going after me," said Bick- 
ness, ' why don't you also go after the 
rest of the violators of the same law ?" 


"You furnish me with the names of 
any who violates the law," replied the 
mayor, "and I promise you they will be 
arrested." 


"I am not a policeman," sharply re- 
plied Bicknesse. 


"Well, it was a policeman who got 
you and the police will get them, too. 
If the police cannot or will not arrest 
the law breakers I will get policemen 
who will. 
I want that understood, 
sir."

THE United States is a more than 
fairly intelligent country. The propor 
tion of illiterates in the whole popula 
tion is 7 7 per cent. But t'our countriee 
Scandinavia, Switzerland, Scotland and 
Germany, make better ehowings than 
the United States, and those countries 
have contributed largely to the popu 
lation of this 
The' most ignorant 
countries in Europe are Italy, Spain 
and Russia, in the order named. 
Of 
ihese Spain sends few people to this 
country and Russia few besides Poles 
and the Mennonite people, the latter 
being always'able, if of proper age, to 
read and write German. 
Besides, the 
percentgge of illiteracy in this country 
is declining. 


FOE once the regular army of the 
United States is reported to be full in 
time of peace. 
There is no trouble 
about getting soldiers in time of war 
in this country, but in time of peace 
there is no rush to follow the drum 
The ease with which recruits for the 
army have been secured of late is gen 
erally attributed to the hard tiiiiee 
Men out of employment, is is said 
seek military service because it oflfere 
"pay, rations, clothing and medical 
attendance" when nothing else is in 
sight, but allowance should be .made 
for the superior 
inducements now 
offered by the service itself. The term 
of enlistment has been shortened, the 
standaid of the recruit has been raieed 
opportunities for education are aff'orded 
the soldier and his condition is vety 
greatly improved in many ways. The 
consequence is that the military service 
has been popularized and one regiment 
of the army has been able to keep its 
ranks full from one state in the union, 
Iowa.

The Divorce Problem. 


The National Divorce Reform league 
has been giving some attention recently 
to statistics on the subject of divorce?. 
The result of the research is both inter 
esting and alarming. 
"Divorces are in- 
creasing more than twice as fast as the 
population of the United States," says 
the report of the committee which ha? 
just completed the iDquiry, and in con- 
sequence of that fact a greater measure 
of energy in the direction of reform is 
recommended. 
The league has already 
accomplished much in the way of secur- 
ing legislation, as is shown by the fact 
that within the past four years twenty- 
four states have enacted laws upon mar- 
riage, divorce and their incidental rela- 
tions. 
This is regarded by the leaders 
of the movement as a substantial gain 
to the cause and an unmistakable evi- 
dence of awakened interest in the 
work. 
It is expected that greater 
fruits will be harvested in the future, 
because of the increased energy which 
will follow the recent meetiog, and 
this espectation is strengthened by the 
ch&racter of the men who have under- 
taken the administration of the league's 
business. 


That there is urgent need for such 
work as the league has been perform- 
ing and promfoes to continue, the rec- 
ords of the courts of the various statfs 
amply prove. It is true that the diffi- 
culties of the work are lauUipHed be-

the several states (5 itier BO widely on 
the subject. For example, a cause 
which is deemed Buihcient for a divorce 
in MisBcuri would not be entertained 
by a court in Pennsylvania as a reason 
for dissolving the marriflge reletion. 
Ou the other hand what is retarded in 
Massachusetts a« a grevious 
crime 
against the husband or wi^- may not 
appear as of the least importance in 
Illinois or Iowa. Thus the penalties of 
oflenses are evaded by shrewd men ard 
women, who juggle with the laws by 
removing from one state to another, 
accordingly as the statutes differ on the 
point at issue between the litigants 
Obviously, therefore, the aim of the 
reformers in this matter thould be in 
the direction of uniformity of laws upon 
the subject of marriage and divorce. 
This can only be achieved by appealing 
to the legislatures of the states sepa- 
rately. The notion that congress may 
intervene to accomplish the result ia a 
mistaken one. Congress can only leg 
islate on the question for the territories 
and the District of Columbia, though a 
standard might be set up in the terri- 
tories, the meeting of which could be 
made an essential to admission into the 
union. 


That there are too many divorces is a 
self evident proposition, but that is not 
in itself the most perplexing problem 
which the reformers have to encounter. 
If the exc^B were COD fined to the new 
states, those in which the civilization is, 
comparatively speaking, imperfect, the 
remedy would be obvious and easy of 
application. More stringent laws could 
easily be enacted if the effort in that 
direction was united and energetic. 
But the fact is that the vast proportion 
of the increase in divorces is in the 
New England states, which suggests 
that the danger is not in the lfc,ws. bul 
in the construction and application of 
them. Still there is a remedy and it 
may be successfully invoked. When the 
uniformity in legislation has been at 
tained public sentiment can be created 
by agitation in society to such au extent 
that the evil will be minim'zed. No 
doubt this will be the line which tte 
league will pursue in its movement for 
reform, and the best cltizanship of the 
country will cordially shower benedic- 
tions on the workers.

Good Work of a Newspaper Man. 
The good understanding which will 
imdoubtedly come about between Eng- 
land and America will be^not a lit- 
tle due to the efforts of aìiewspaper 
man, Mr, Hénry Norman, the staff cor- 
respondent of the Loudon Chsonicle. 
American newspaper editors knew of the 
important documents which he was able 
to find and publish, but -theii- assertions 
counted for nothing. When a British 
journalist, however, comes to America 
and finds an important official corre- 
spondence between Venezuela and Great 
Britain which shoves Salisbury to be 
clearly in the wrong in his present atti- 
tude, that is different. Britons pay some 
attention to that. 


Briefly, the papers brought to light by 
Mr. Norman show that in 1841, For- 
tique, Venezuelan minister at London, 
wrote to Lord Aberdeen, British secre- 
tary of state for foreign affairs, com- 
plaining that a British surveying party 
had planted posts and a sentry box upon 
Venezuelan territory. These posts form- 
ed what was afterward known as the 
Schombrurgk line. Lord Aberdeen re- 
plied, explicitly declaring 
that the 
Schomburgk line was not meant for a 
boundary line, but that the posts had 
only been set as ^ preliminary basis on 
•which to operate for a permanent de- 
marcation. However, on the repeated 
remonstrance of Venezuela the posts 
•wero removed. 
Venezuela still urged, year after year, 
commission to settle definitely the 
boundary line between that republic and 
British Guiana. In 1885 the Gladstone 
government actually agreed to such a 
commission and a treaty to | that effect 
was prepai-ed. The same year, however, 
Salisbm-y came into power, and for pure 
buncombe, apparently, as is usual when 
one political party succeeds another in 
power, proceeded to sweep all that his 
predecessor had done, both good and bad. 


So that Salisbury has only himself to 
thank for every part of the present Ven- 
ezuelan difficult^'. There are still sev- 
eral graceful ways in which he can 
crawl out. 


How to work up an important matter 
successfully has been well shown by 
Henry Nprman, the London Chronicle 
man. Ho was intrusted with one of the 
most important journalistic missions in 
recent years. He went to Washington 
with no flourish of trumpets and no fly- 
ing flag auuouncing his destination. 
Preserving the utmost quiet, revealing 
himself to nobody, he talked with peo- 
ple high and low, got hold of documents 
which had escaped general attention, 
read newspapers from all over tho coun- 
try and informed himself fully as to the 
unanimity of public opinion in America 
on the Venezuelau question. Then quiet- 
ly, as before, lie couiinenced firing his 
valuable nuggets of iuformation across 
the water like bombshells, produciug in 
three days' time an utter revulsion in 
Briti.sh feeling toward America. He is 
a mau for journalists the world over to 
be proud of. He has given them an ob- 
ject lesson Avbich should not be lost ou 
the proper way to go nbout an impor- 
tant task.

To begin, the Kansas penitentiary 
presoiu.s 0110 feature unique among 
the state prisons of tho Uuion. The 
number of convict.s iu it is diminish- 
ing instead of increasing, although the 
populatiou of the state is steadily and 
healthily growing. 
A writer in the 
St. Louis 
(:} lobe-Democrat 
meutions 
that ill 1888 there were 1,001 con- 
victs. At present there are only 88i}. 
The enemies of Kansas might say that 
the rest of them had gone into Kansas 
politics, but that would be manifestly 
mean. 


One of the features attached to the 
^Kansas penitentiary is that the state 
owns a mineand operates it through the 
convicts. It is 720 feet deep, and the 
first move is always to put new convicts 
into it. 
They dread this ordeal as one 
might dread being passed into the in- 
fernal regions, but after a time they get 
used to it and prefer the life in t^e 
mine. 
They can talk to one another 
down there. The coal is used in all the 
state institutions. A good share of it is 
also distributed among very poor people 
every winter. 
What is left is sold to 
a contractor. The penitentiary is not 
only self supporting, but last year it 
actually paid into the state treasury 
from the sale of coal and from other 
sources |12,000. What other state pris- 
on did as welli" 


The convicts are admirably treated in 
this penitentiary, which is at Lansing, 
three miles from Leavenworth. The cor- 
respondent of The G.-D. says that to the 
prisoners isgiven once a week that great 
American delicacy, pie. A chronic thief 
who had been in penitentiaries in five 
different states in the Union made a 
speech to his fellow prisoners on Thanks- 
giving and told them they were the best 
treated convicts on earth, whereat they 
broke iyto cheers. 


Not the least linteresting feature of 
this model state prison is tho school. 
The teachers themselves are chosen from 
the educated convicts, and it will per- 
haps make Massachusetts blush to learn 
that one of the head teachers is a Har- 
vard graduate. Over a third of the con- 
victs go to school. They have a library 
and two hours a day for reading. The 
system of shortening sentences 01^ ac- 
count of good behavior prevails. 


Can Poverty Be Abolished? 


Not in our time, probably, and not 
by any of the means now employed to 
relieve the conditions of the poor. Giving 
money and charity indiscriminately only 
perpetuates and increases the evil. Those 
who find they can get alms will be apt 
to slump down and be supported by 
alms, if they can. Neither will poverty 
be relieved through creating artificial 
demands for labor by searching around 
to make work where none would natu- 
rally be needed. In the monarchical 
countries, when poverty presses and bread 
riots, 
insurrections and revolutions 
threaten, it has been the cnetom to bor- 
row money and open a set of public 
works, on roads or elsewhere, to keep 
the common people's stomachs filled 
and their hands occupied so they will 
not think too much. But all these ar- 
tificial remedies have after a time fail- 
ed. The earthquake has always come 
sooner or later. Poverty can never be 
abolished until it is done by the poor 
themselves. They themselves must find 
the cause of their ills and its remedy. 
The poorer and hungrier they are the 
more likely they will be to set them- 
selves thinking, though poverty and 
hunger are not for thAt reason to be en- 
couraged, not at all. 


Most of the poverty of the present 
day, that not caused by the drunken- 
ness and shiftleesness of the poverty 
stricken themselves, arises from the un- 
equal distribution of wealth. So long as 
one individual is permitted to own 
$150,000,000 he undoubtedly has his 
own share and that of 3,999 other peo- 
ple, even giving each of them $50,000 
apiece. Still it would not be the proper 
thing to knock the one hundred and 
fifty times a millionaire down and take 
his wealth away from him. 


There are better ways of distributing 
the world's wealth. It is by cultivating 
the independence and general intelli- 
gence of those who produce the world's 
wealth. Opportunities lie all around 
mankind just as much as they ever did. 
The power that makes wealth is stron- 
ger than it ever was. Workingmen must 
unite for the creation of wealth and 
hold together as closely as they now do 
in their unions for resisting the en- 
croachments of capital. 


The ideal state will be reached when 
laborer and capitalist are combined in 
one. The great fortunes already made 
will be scattered in time. Let working- 
men see to it that no more are heaped 
up. Let them go in and divide the 
wealth of the future among themselves.

She was luilt in an- 
ticipation of a 29 foot cbanneL The 
engines are Globe inverted 
cylinder, 
tiiple expansion type, with cylinders 
23x39 and 63x41 inches. She will bave 
four scotch type boilers, eleven and 
one-half feet in diameter by ten feet in 
length. 
There are thirteen hatchways 
and the last two aft will be used for 
both cargo and fuel. Capt. Wm. Cum- 
mings will command the new boat and 
Andrew Haig will be the chief engi- 
neer,

Rev. Homer C, Stuutz 
of Chicago, 
who recently returned irocn Bombay, 
India, where he hss been stationed 
for the last elevan years as a mission- 
ary, occupied tbe pulf>it of Rev. Dr. 
Bennett at. the Wayne street M. E. 
church last r-igbt, the cccafiion being 
Ihe annual ttiank ofrering eervices of 
the i^'oman's Foreign MiEsiocary so- 
ciety, and delivered a lecture on India 
that was one of the finest of the kind 
ever heard in this city, replete as it wa«? 
with interesting information about the 
history, religion and habits of the peo- 
ple of this country and the resources 
and wonderful progress that character- 
izes the cities of India as a result of the 
conquests and changes that the English 
speaking people have brought about.

Bombay and the other large cities were 
edited with more ability than are many 
o' the America newspapers and gave 
the telegraph news of the whole world 
In f.^ct the cities offered all tbe privi- 
leges, all the comforts, all the ad- 
vantages that the cities of the United 
States do and those who thought that 
residence in them meant going out of 
the civilized world were badly mis- 
taken. 
People living there could keep 
in touch with up to date civilization if 
they took advantage of the opportuni- 
ties which were offered them and could 
be conversant with tho news of Amer- 
ica and the other countries of the 
globe. 


His lecture was not only impressively 
entertaining but instructive and elevat- 
ing and his heareTs were soriy when he 
closed.

Senator Qallinger Comes to the 


llescue of Senators. 


He Denonuoft the Sew York Son for 


SlntliiEThBt Bllln Were Passed 


Wlibont Being Considered. 


WASHIKCTOK. Feb. 24 —Mr. Qallioger, 


republican, of New Hampshire, chair- 
man of the committee on pensions, rose 
on a question' of personal privilege 
when the senate assembled today, and 
in vigorous language denounced a pub- 
lication in the New York Sun, purport- 
ing to report the action of the senate in 
passing a number of private pension 
bills lest Tuesday. It had been asserted 
that all records had been broken by the 
"senate mill." 120 bill) being passed in 
an hour, with little or no attention or 
consideration, fen senators being pres- 
ent, etc 
Mr. Gallinger declared that 


this was a tissue of misrepresentation. 
Sixty seven bills were passed in two 
and three-fourth hours, and the total 
increase was $12072 per year. 
The 


senator was very caustic concerning the 
violation of journalistic privilege. 


Mr. Gallisger called up the bill 


granting a peneion to the widow of the 
late Walter Q Oresham as brigadier 
general at $200 per month, with an 
amendment reducing the allowance to 
$100. Mr. Turpie spoke in support of 
the amended bill. 
He said the choice 


of Mr. Gresham as secretary of state 
took the country by surprise. Mr. 
Gresh&m had never been known as a 
member of the democratic part; and 
his choice was regarded as & marked 
departure from Established mage. He 
had stood at the front of the republi- 
can party and he now entered into 
democratic associations in which he 
had no close personal friendships. At 
the outset he was threatened with iso- 
lation, but his bon hommie won him 
personal friends, while his substantial 
ability and tact commanded respect. 


Mr. Hoar, republican, of Maseachu- 


selts, added his opinion as to the care 
with which pension legislation was 
guarded, each bill passing the inspec- 
tion of the senate and house commit- 
tees greater in number than the mem- 
bership of the supreme court or court 
of appeals. 


Mr. Hawley, republican, of Connecti- 


cut, said it was impossible for a news- 
paper to avoid being led ^ into oc- 
casional error. He !ul!y upheld the 
facts stated by the chairman of the 
peneion committee, but Mr. Hawley 
added that there was quite a prevalent 
feeling against large pension expendi- 
tures/ -' 


Mr^urpie spoke ofNhe difficulties 


in the Hawaiian and Bering Sea com- 
plications, and tremendous labor in- 
volved therein, labor greater than any 
falling on the shoulders of any secre- 
tary of state since the war. A love of 
justice was the absorbing motive of his 
life, political and eccial distinctions 
disappearing be'ore this controlling 
trait of his character. He was a natural 
leader of men, on the field, in the judi. 
clary, in the cabinets of the two parties, 
as though nature had endowed him 
with some strange rite o! primogeni- 
ture. The senator reviewed the secre- 
tary's career as a soldier, statesman and 
jurist.

. A Good Penitentiary. 


Kansas gets the credit with some peo- 


ple of .being a cranky state, yet if the 
people of the far east who think this of 
it had in their own states as good a sys- 
tem of penal semtudevas that in the 
grasshopper realm, tbey^might well be 
proud of fhcir civilization aud-eiilight- 
enuient. 


To begin, the Kansas penitentiary 


presents one feature unique among 
the state prisons of the Union. The 
number of convicts in it is diminish- 
ing instead of increasing, although the 
population of the state is tteadily and 
healthily growing. 
A writer in the 


St. Ixjnis 
Qlobe-Demccrat mentions 


that in 1888 there were 1,001 con- 
victs. At present there aro only S83. 
The enemies of Kansas might say that 
tho reit of them had gone into Kansas 
politics, but that would bo manifestly 
wean. 


One of the features attached to the 


Kansas penitentiary is that the state 
owns & mineaud operates it through the 
convicts. It is 720 feet deep, and the 
first JUOTO is always to put new convicts 
into it. 
They dread this ordeal as one 


might dread being passed into tha in- 
fernal regions, but after a time they get 
used to it aud prefer the life in the 
mine. 
They can t,Uk to one another 


down there. The coal is used in all the 
state institutions. A good share of it is 
also distributed among very poor people 
every winter. 
What is left ia sold to 


a contractor. The penitentiary is not 
only self supporting, bur, last year ic 
actually- paid into the state treasury 
from tho sale of coal and from other 
sources ?13,000. What other state pris- 
on did as well' 


Tho convicts are admirably treated in 


this penitentiary, which is at Lansing, 
three milos from Leaven worth. The cor- 
respondent of Tho G.-D. says that to the 
prisoners is given once a week that great 
American delicacy, pie. A chronic thief 
who had been iu penitentiaries iu five 
different states in the Union made a 
speech to his fellow prisoners ou Thanks- 
giving and told them they were the best 
treated convicts on earth, whereat they 
broke into cheers. 


Not the least interesting feature of 


this model state prison is the school. 
The teachers themselves aro chosen from 
the educated convicts, and it will per- 
haps make Massachusetts blush to learn 
that one of the head teachers is a Har- 
vard graduate. Over a third of the con- 
victs go to school. They ha%o a library 
and two hours a day for reading. ,Ihe 
system of shortening s°ntence3 on ac- 
count of good behavior prevails.

The niiorrc Problem. 


The National Divorce Ueform league 


has been giving some attention recently 
to statistics on the subject of divorce?. 
The result of the research is both inter 
esting and alarming 
"Divorces are in- 


creasing .more than twice as fast as the 
population of the United States," says 
the report of tho committee which ha? 
just completed the ici|iiry, and in con- 
sequence of that feet a greater measure 
of energy in the direction of reform is 
recommended. The league has already 
accomplished much in the way of secur 
ing legislation, as is shown by the fact 
that within the past four years twenly- 
four states have enacted laws upon mar- 
riage, divorce aud their incidental rela- 
tions. 
This is regarded by the leaders 


of the movement as a substantial gain 
to the cause and an unmistakable evi- 
dence of awakened interest in the 
work. 
It ia expected (hat greater 


fruits will be harvested in the future, 
because of the increased energy which 
will follow 
tiie recent meeting, snd 


this expectation is strengthened by the 
character of the men who have under- 
taken the administration of ihe league's 
business.

The poorer and hungrier they are the 
more, likely they will be to set them- 
selves thinking, thongh poverty and 
hunger are not for that reason to be en- 
couraged, not at nil. 


Most of the poverty of the present 


day, that not caused by the drunken- 
ness and shiftlessuess of the poverty 
stricken themselves, arises from the na- 
equal distribution of wealth. So long as 
one individual is permitted to own 
$150,000,000 he undoubtedly has his 
own share and that of 2,999 other peo- 
ple, even fiiviug 'each of them $50,000 
apiece. Still it would not be the proper 
thing to knock tho one' hundred aud 
fifty times a millionaire down and take 
his wealth away from him. 


Thero aro better ways of distributing 


the world's wealth. It is by cultivating 
tho independence and general intelli- 
gence of those who produce the world's 
wealth. Opportunities Jie all aronnd 
mankind just asmnch as they ever did. 
The power that makes wealth is stron- 
ger than it ever was. Workingmen must 
xmite for the creation of wealth and 
hold together as closely as they now do 
in their unions for resisting the) en- 
croachments of capital. 


The ideal state will be reached wnen 


laborer and capitalist are combined in 
one. The great-fortunes already made 
will bo scattered in time. Let working- 
men tee to it that no more aro heaped 
np. Let them go in and divide tho 
wealth of tho future among themselves.

:olv/es thinking, though poverty and 
hunger are not for that reason to be en- 
couraged, not nt all. 


Most of the poverty of the present 


day, that not caused by tho drunken- 
nesa nnd ahiftlpwnesa of the poverty 
stricken themselves, arises from the nn- 
eqnal distribution of wealth. So long aa 
ono individual is permitted to own 
$150,000,000 he undoubtedly haa his 
own share nnd that of 2,999 other peo- 
ple, even Riving each of tham $50,000 
apiece. Still it wonld not be the proper 
thing to knock the one hundred and 
fifty times a millionaire down and take 
his wealth away from him. 


There are better ways of distributing 


the world's wealth. It is by cultivating 
tho independence aud general intelli- 
gence of tho£o who produce the world's 
wealth. Opportunities lie nil around 
mankind jnst a* ranch ss they ever did. 
Tho power thnt makes wealth is stron- 
ger than it ever was. Worldngmen must 
unite for the creation of wealth and 
hold together as cloeely oa they now do 
in their unions for resisting the en 
croacbmonts of capital 


The ideal state will be reached when 


laborer and capitalist aro combined in 
one. The great fortunes already made 
•will fee scattered In timn. Let working- 
men eeo to it that no more are heaped 
op. Lot them go in and divide tho 
wealth of the futuio among tbomsolveB.
